The next day during the meeting with my 
teacher, Mom and Dad found out I was 
having a lot of trouble with my reading 
and writing. My teacher said she wanted 
me to do some special tests so she would 
know how to help me. Maybe there was a 
reason why I had so much trouble learning 
to read and write. 
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A few days after I finished taking all the tests, I found 
out I had DYSLEXIA. People with dyslexia have trouble 
understanding the sounds within words, which makes it 
difficult to learn how to read. Often they have problems 
understanding what they hear, like following directions, 
putting things in the right order, or remembering how 
to put sounds and words together to make words. 

They also get confused with the directions of letters like 
“b" and “d” or even reverse words like “tip” and “pit.” 
Some people with dyslexia also have difficulty with 
handwriting and trying to write down their thoughts. 
Dyslexia can't be cured, but it can get better with 
a lot of help and practice. 
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At first I was scared, but my teacher explained that having 
dyslexia just meant that it would take me longer to learn 
how to read and write. It didn't mean I wasn't smart, 
and it didn't mean that I couldn’t be good at other things. 
It meant that with extra help and hard work I could learn 
how to listen, read, and write without so much difficulty.

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A ll parents want their child™ 
to bo successful. We want 
them to succeed in school, 
in life and to be happy. We want our 
children to grow up to be confident 
orinlts who can contribute and thrive 
within society in a meaningful way. 
Then, how do we as parents make 
this happen? Whnt can we do to help 
our children to have a satisfying 
future? How do we help them to 
become successful learners? 

The stepping-stones toward learning 
start with the most basic skills: 



reading, writing and mathematics. 

These basic skills are the foundation on which knowledge is built. Therefore, there am high expectations placed 
on these primary skills for every child to master within a relatively short period of time. However, not all children 
will grasp these concepts as quickly as we would like, and some will require additional support to do so. 


Children 'who struggle in any area of academics whether it r s reading, writing, or math, often experience stress and 
frustration This will ultimately develop mlo a reluctance to go to school as well as a display of negative behaviors, 
such as uncooperativeness, defiance, and even depression and withdrawal. Those behaviors, in combination with 
poor achievement, may indicate an even greater problem that will require further exploration in order to identify 
the core rssuc. 


A child who is having difficulty learning hew to read and write or who is struggling to master certain skills will show 
a repeated pattern of mistakes. 

Approximately 10 to 1 5 percent of the population are dyslexic, but many of these people are not identified in early 
childhood, Although there are almost an equal number of boys and girls affected, boys tend to show their symptoms 
much earlier than girls do. 


The symptoms o f dyslexia indicate a problem with auditory processing, that is, the ability to recognize, analyze, 
segment, and blend sounds. People affected often have difficulty processing and understanding what they hear, 
especially when attempting to learn the connection between letters and sounds. They may have problems 
comprehending rapid instructions or following more than one command at a time. Difficulty with reading emerges 
early on, when children fail to see and hear similarities and differences in letters and sounds and therefore can't 
assemble the parts of words. 

One of The common signs of dyslexia is reversals. Reversals occur when a 
person confuses letters by either reading or writing letters incorrectly, such 
as "b" and “d," or when a word order is reversed, such as "rats" mad as 
,: star" or "nor read as “ton," 

Subsequent spel Ing, writing, and handwriting difficulties often result 
Mathematics shills may also be affected when a child can't remember 
math facts. I he symptoms of dyslexia vary from individual to 
individual, but In-depth evaluation can highlight oath strengths 
and weaknesses. 

In the classroom, the struggle with decoding often makes it 
difficult for children to comprehend mad ing matter as we I 
as to convey their thoughts on pape r . As a result, they 
may feel frustrated, embarrassed, and discouraged, and 
do whatever they can to avoid reading and writing. In 
many cases. ,L bad M behavior will become the distraction 
or way out of having to address their difficulties. 

Unfortunately, when children experience failure on a 
basis, Ihey will also experience Sow self-esteem and sometimes 
describe themselves as “stupid."’ For this reason, it is very Important that parents 
and educators attempt to increase a chFld’s confidence level through cons: stent praise end support. 

As mentioned in the story, it may also be beneficial to find an activity in which the child does well This will help 
him or her with confidence and the positive feelings associated wilh success. 

A child diagnosed with dyslexia does not lack Intelligence, potential , or :he ability to become a successful and 
confident member of society, In fact, there are many famous people who were diagnosea with dyslexia. Some had 
to struggle without special help and others learned to adapt to their diagnosis. Despite their difficulties, they were 
ab : e to make valuable contributions to society. 

Parents am the most important advocates for their chitdren. Be aware, at alt times, that special zed instruction, 
one-to-one tutorial, and plenty of determination and positive support will make the difference. Every chif-d with 
dyslexia can be successful!
